This 
more expensive soap probably also j 
comes in a fancy box or wrapper, and 
here again your sense of the beauti- 
ful may be delighted to 
15 cents' 


-. worth. 


Many of the expensive soaps are 


advertised to have medical value. All 
eoap has a good deal of medical value 
inasmuch as soap is one of the best of 
disinfectants and the medicated soap | 
may have somewhiit more 
medical 


value than the non-medicated. But, do i 
not be too much impressed by the 
soap which is advertised to confer 
upon you any other boon than that 
of cleanliness. 


For all of these soaps are made of ! 


about the same things.
